Voiles states 
that John Joyes had borrowed a few dollars ol 
him and he had repeatedly asked him for it. 

Last evening Joyes met Mr. Williams, book 
keeper of Mr. Win. Terry, in the street, aud 
asked him where he could probably find Voiles 
Mr. W. directed him to Mr. A. Craig’s store, 
near the Louisville Hotel. Joyes met Voiles in 
the counting-room, and a difficulty arose be 
tween them. Joyes cursed Voiles, who raised a 
chair and struck Joye9on the head, and the lat 
ter drew a revolver and shot Voiles. Alter 
being shot, Voiles walked to the Louisville llo 
re I in an almost fainting condition, and informed 
Mr. Judge that he had been shot. He sent at 
once lor a physician. About 6 o’clock the 
wounded man was taken to St. Joseph’s Infirm 
ary. 

Joyes was arrested by officer Baird shortly 
after the shooting took place. — Lou. Jour.

| The subjoined letter was written to his jvife 
by Cooke, the Harper’s Ferry conspit ator: 
Charlestown Jail, (Va.,) Nov. 6, 1859. 

Mv Ever Dear Wife and Son: A dungeon 
bare confiucs rne, a prisoner’s cell is mine. Yet 
1 there are no bars to confine the immortal mind, 

, and no cell that can shut up the gushing loun 
, tain of undying love. Distance cannot part the 
f twining tendrils of affection, nor Can Time sever 
| the golden links ol* that eternal chain which j 
j binds my throbbing heart to my life’s partner and 
I my child. 

j 'The love I cherished for you in my hours of 
i freedom, has grown deeper and stronger while 
gazing through my prison bars. Alone, within i 
my cell, my heart is ever turning to the fond 
memories of its loved ones; recalling, from 
memory *8 history of life, alt the dear words, the 
loving nets, and kindly smiles of those whose 
; deep affection here has strewn the buds of hope ! 
, and promise all aloug the pathway of iny life. 

And bright upon my memory now are their! 
loved faces beaming. But oh! amid them all, 
thine own is beaming brightest, with our dear i 
child in your arms. Words have no power to ! 
tell the strength and depth of that love i bear ! 
for my dear bov and thee. Nor have they power ! 
to tell my deep regret lor every harsher ungentle 
word I ever gave to thee. Aud the memory of 
every unkind act^like Banquo’s Ghost, ia with 
me note to tell me of the wrong. But oh! for 
every unkind act and each ungentle word, I huin 
bly ask forgiveness And 1 feel and know thy 
deep devotion and thy love will pardon all. 
Forgive my errors— all my faults forgive, and j 
love me still, although I wear a prisoner's chains. 

You kuow that in the scheme which haS'Vesul 
ted in the death of most of my companions, aud 
which has made me a prisoner, that J was actua- 
ted only by the tenderest feelings of sympathy 
and humanity. I had been led to believe, as had 
my comrades, that it was the daily prayer and 
the life-wish of the masses of the slaves for free 
dom. Tlirttthey weie groaning beneath the yoke 
of oppression, with no hand to aid them, or point 
them to the light of freedom. I knew how dear 
mv own freedom was to me.andeverv sympathy 
of my heart was aroused for them. It had been 
represented to me and my comrades that when 
once the B inner of Freedom should be raised, 
they would flock to it by thousand*; and that their 
echoing shout of freedom would be borne by the 
breeze fo our most Southern shore, to tell of 
freedom there, 1 gave heart and hand to a work 
which I deemed a noble and a holy cause. The 
result has proved that we were deceived; that the 
masses of the slaves did not wish for freedom. 
There wa9 no rallying beneath our banner. We 
were left to meet the conflict all alone, to dare, 
and do, and die. I welvo of my comrades are 
sleeping now with the damp mold over them, and 
Jive are inmates of these prison walls. We have 
been deceived, but found out our error when too 
late. I hose who are dead, died like brave men, 
though mistaken. 'Those who still live will not 
shame, I trust, their comrades who are gone. If 
they, too, must die, I hope they will meet it in a I 
way that will prove them worthy of a better fate. ’ 
Let not the world judge them too harshly for 
whatever wrong they have done, for they but 
erred upon the side of sympathy and love. It 
was an error of their judgment, not of their 
hearts. Braver men never lived: tru-r ones to 
their plighted word never were banded together — 
Let the veil of charity be dropped over ilieir er- 
i oi 8. Remember them only for their Spartan cour 
age, and their fidelity ta their leader. 

W hat may be my late 1 know not, but whatev 
er it may be, 1 trust I may meet it as a brave 
man should — unflinchingly. There is but one 
thingth.it makes me waver, and that is the re 
ineiubrunce of the ties iliac bind me. The 
thoughts ol my wife and child, of my father and 
mother, brothers and sisters. Did not tfiese ties 
exist, 1 could meet my doom, whatever it might 
Oe, without a murmur. But, oh! when I think ol 
you and my child, my poor heart is wrung with 
agony. 1 have uo words to tell mv feelings when 
i think of the terrible grief that this has brought 
ou all who have loved me so fondly and so well. 
Thoughts like these crush down the spirit that 
would sternly meet whatever doom might be iu 
store for me, without a muimuror a word It 
is a fearf ul struggle of despair and hope. Were 
1 aloue in the worlJ, with none to whom this 
blow would be a thunder stroke of agony, 1 
could meet it calmly, and my soul, with no sin ol 
intention upon its robes , could gaze unmoved up 
on Hie scaffold or the toniD. 

The wrong I have done has not been of in 
tentiou. in this work, no man’s blood rests up 
on my hands. 1 had no part iu the death of 
those who were killed at the Ferry. My orders 
were to remove the arms from Ciipt. Brown’s 
house to the school house, aud guard them there. 

I obeyed orders to the very letter. I was anx- 
ious to know what was the cause of the firing at 
the Feiry, and as quick as I could go, without 
violating the orders 1 received, 1 hurried on to 
learn. 1 found mv brave comrades surrounded 
— saw them tired upon from every side. I con 
trived to draw the lire of a part of their oppo 
nents up on myself, and succeeded. 1 tried my 
best to discover some means to save them, but 
1 could not. I left them with a heavy heart — 

It was the saddest day of my life. Those who 
fell there were more than comrades — they were 
brothers. 

Whatever may be my fate, I trust that you will 
bear it with fortitude and submission. We all 
must die , and a brave m in dies but once. Should 
such be my fate, then you must be for mv child 
its guard and guide. Tench him to love the memo 
ry of his father. Teach him to love and warship 
Gad.

F rank fort, Dec. 15, 1859. $ 
Board met at the call of the President, Mr 
Bradford in the Chair. After consultations with 
reference to other business, Mr. Gallagher offer- 
ed the following preamble and resolution, via: 
hkrias, A circular addressed to the stand 
ing committees on Agriculture in either branch 
ol the several Legish.tuies of the Foiled States, 
and to the several State Agricultural Societies 
dul v organized and in operation, by the officers 
ut tlie United Stales Agricultural Society, and 
olhcr prominent Iriends of Agriculture, in the 
-Stales or Maryland, New Hampshire, Missouri, 
Maine, Delaware, Ohio. Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Connecticut, Pennsylvania, Georgia, 
Alabama, Michigan, New Jersey, and Calilor 
oia, urging ilie establishment, by Congress, of a 
"National Agricultural and Statistical Bureau," 
Inis been communicated to this Board lor its ei 
animation "«d action; and, whereas, such a 
measure was at an early day recommended bv 
Washington, and lias since received the sanction 
ol several of his successors in the Presidential 
chair, and been recommended at different times 
by the Legislatures ol Alabama, Vermont, New 
York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, and Tennes- 
see; and, whereas, we are lully convinced of the 
high importance and great utility of such a Bu 
reaii, properly organized and officered, and sat 
isfied that liie ex ■ nt ol valuable information

STT The Supreme Court of Ohio on Tuesday, 
decided a case brought up from Hocking county, 
in which the question of the right of colored 
children to be admitted into the common schools 
of the State was decided. The decision of the 

court was adverse to tho right. Justices Peck, 
Scott, and Gholsou held that they were excluded. 
Chief Justice Brinkcrhoff and Justice Sutliff 
dissenting Justice Peck held, with the majority 
of the Bench: 1. That the «tatute of March 14, 
85.1, “to provide for the reorganization, super 
ision, and maintenance of common schools,” 
is a law of classification, and not of exclusion, 
providing for the education of all youths within 
the prescribed ages, and that the words “while” 
and “colored,” as used in the act, are used in 
their popular and oidinary signification; thus ex 
eluding children: 

2. That children of % African and % white 
blood, but who are distinctly colored, aim gener 
ally treated and regarded as colored children bv 
the community where they reside, are not, as of 
right, entitled to admission into the common 
-chools, set apart under Said act, for the iusiruc 
lion of white youths.

Congressional. 

Two ballots were taken for Speaker on Thurs 
day, but without an election. On both ballots 
Sherman, the Republican candidate, received 
110 votes, 114 being required to elect him On 
the fifth ballot, Hickman and Schwai tz, of Penn 
sylvania, and Haskins, of New York, all anti- 
Lecomptoti Democrats, voted for Sherman. The 
Administration endeavored to hunt down these 
men, by prescribing all who favored their elec 
tion, and ims thus incurred their undy ing hustili 
ty. 1 hey voted for Sherman, not because they 
desire his election, but as being preferable to 
any one who endorses the Administration. Their 
position ou the slavery question is identical with 
that bv advocating which Mr. Buchanun carried 
a lew live Slates in 1856. The cry then was, 
“Buck, Bieck, and Free Kansas,” and these men 
are detet mined not to desert iheir life long sen 
timvnts. They arc lair samples of the North 
ein allies uf the Democracy, whom, we have 
bceu olten told, ure sounder on the slavery ques 
tiou limn the Southern Opposition. They have 
not budged an inch from the position they then 
held. Will our Democratic friend endorse them 
as vociferously as they did a few years ago. 

ET There are two Democrats absent from 
Congress, Brown, of Kentucky, and Stallworth, 
cl Alubama, and one Amcticun, Green Adams, 
of this State, leuving 234 to vote for Speaker, 
requiring 118 for an election by majority. The 
Republicans have 110, the Democrats 89, tho 
Sunlit Americans 22, and 13 are scattering. Of 
the 13 votes last nieulioned, the Baltimore Clip 
per thinks 1 will probably be given to the Demo 
critic candidate, making 9l) Democratic votes; ?, 
Messrs Briggs and Juukiit, have been voting 
with the Southern Opposition and will continue 
to vote for an American; and 4 others are wil 
ling to vote for an American, but will go to the 
Republicans rattier than to the Democrats. The 
others are understood to prefer the Republican 
candidate to either of the others if compelled to 
give their votes to one of them. Thus, if the 
whole Southern Opposition vote were to be given 
to the Democratic Catididatg, it would be insuffi 
cient to elect, as he could under no circumstan- 
ces obtain more than 112, or, including the vote 
of Briggs, of Now York, 113 votes, while the 
American candidate, by the aid of the whole 
Democratic vote, can assuredly be elected, for, 
in addition to the 112 votes ready to be cast for 
him, it is understood that several of the Peo 
pie s party mm will vote for an American candi- 
date if their votes would insure his election. It 
will thus be seen that tho Democrats will be re 
sponsible for the election of a Republican under 
tile plurality rule to the defeat of a conservative 
American. II this occurs, the Americans will 
have maintained their self respect by adhering lo 
their own candidate and throwing no obstacle in 
the way of udv other combination for tbe prompt 
organization of the House

LATER. 

Mr. Curtis lectured to night to an audience of 
two huudred, while about tb.UUU people attended 
a meeting outside. 'I he latter party was ad 
dres-ed by Gen. John D. Miles, Richard Peters, 
and otheis. 

Soon after Curtis commenced, several of the 
mob threw stones at the building, breaking tbe 
windows. 

Five hundred police were stationed in the vi 
einity, and immediately made a rusli on the riot 
era and arrested several. This summary pro 
ceeding had a tendency to calm the excitement, 
which at first threatened serious consequences. 

Major Henry and the Sheriff were ou the spot, 
directing the police. 

During Curtis* lecture he was several limes 
hissed by the inside audience. The hissers weie 
immediately ejected by the police. 

The excitement is subsiding, and possibly the 
trouble is ended.

Marine Losses in November. — The number 
of serious casualties to American sea-going ves 
sels reported during the la.t month has not been 
equalled since the month of December and Jan- 
uary, 1856-7, when the number reported was 53 
in December, and 70 iu January. The vessels 
reported this month as total losses and missing, 
amount to 55 of all classes. The ouly mouth 
that approached the past one siueo 1856, was 
April 1857, when the total losses numbered 52 
vessels The casualties last mouth class as fol- 
lows:— I steamer. I2ships,7 barks, 11 brigs, and 
24 schooners. Of these 24 were wrecked, 2 
burnt, 1 missing, 7 abandoned, 5 sunk, 3 capsized, 
and 3 sunk by collisions. Out of the 37 vessels 
reported gone ashore last month, only five were 
got afloat again, one of the latter being the ship 
Heidclburg. Of the balauee, a number of them 
have gone entirely to pieces.
